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Full Damages 
U.S. Goal In 
Plane Attack 


Ike Receives Full 
Report On Case From 
Secretary Of State 


WASHINGTON (iP-Early renew­ 
al of a request that Russia pay 
full damages 
for the 
shooting 
down of a U.S. Navy plane ap­ 
peared likely today . 
Secretary of State Dulles gave 
President Eisenhower a full re­ 
view of the case Monday night 
while they were returning to Wash­ 
ington. 
Dulles had flown to Bangor, 
Maine, earlier so that he coulc 
talk over international develop­ 
ments which occurred during Ei­ 
senhower’s six -day trip through 
New England. On their arrival 
here, Presidential Press Secretary 
J ames C. Hagerty said the two 
men had discussed plans for nex t 
month’s Big Four summit talks, 
and he added: 
“ The President and the secre­ 
tary also reviewed fully the shoot­ 
ing down by Soviet planes of tlie 
U.S. naval patrol craft while it 
was over international waters. 
“ They d i s c u s s e d the Soviet 
memorandum of ex planation and 
regret, to which a reply will be 
made shortly .’* 
Hagerty declined to shed any 
light on the nature of the reply . 
The i n c i d e n t occurred last 
Wednesday in the Bering Strait 
off Alaska. Seven of the 11 crew­ 
men in the Navy plane suffered 
burns or injuries. Russia, while 
contending the U.S. plane invaded 
Soviet territory , has conceded the 
chance of error and has offered 
to pay half the damages. 
EiuUes said Monday the Rus­ 
sians offer was “ not . . . all that 
we consider appropriate under the 
circumstances.’* 
While a renewal of a request for 
reparations seemed likely , it 
did not appear that this country 
would be adamant in its position. 
Dulles has already voiced pleasure 
at Russia’s ex pression of regret, 
and has made it clear he does 
not ex pect the incident to upset 
plans for the Big Four talks at 
Geneva. 
These plans also figured in Ws 
two-hour discussion with the Presi­ 
dent on the flight back from 
Maine. Hagerty said the secretary 
briefed the President on the Big 
Four preliminaries conducted at 
San Francisco last week by Dulles 
and the foreign ministers of Rus­ 
sia, Britain and France. 
There was insistence that no 
emergency was involved in Dulles’ 
decision to fly to Maine. The sec­ 
retary said so, Hagerty said so, 
and Eisenhower jokingly told an 
estimated crowd of 15,000 at Ban­ 
gor’s Dow Air Force Base that 
Dulles “ has come up to insure that 
my vacation would end and give 
me a lecture on the way back.’* 
An earlier plan had been for 
Dulles to see Eisenhower at the 
White House on the President’s re­ 
turn from Maine—a plan which 
presumably would have kept them 
in conference into the early hours 
today . Hagerty said Dulles had 
agreed to a suggestion that he go 
to Bangor instead. 
While in Maine, and earlier in 
New Hampshire and Vermont, IJhe 
President f i s h e d , play ed golf, 
talked with Republican leaders 
and made a series of informal 
talks. Late Monday he attended 
a Maine clambake at the home of 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith (R- 
Maine) but ate steak—on the or­ 
ders of his phy sician.

home, Eisenhower also spoke to 
a fairgrounds audience of about 
10,000 persons, telling them Amer­ 
ica’s goal is the winning of a 
“ permanent peace and not merely

WASHINGTON UPh- A biU to au­ 
thorize new foreign aid spending 
of more than 3V4 biUion dollars 
came up for House action today 
with critics aiming to para it down 
in size. 
In advance of debate on the 13,- 
285,800,000

aid program. 
Chairman Richards (D-SC) of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee told 
newsmen: 
“ I hope the bill will not be cut 
appreciably . The bill passed by 
the Senate is already cut 139 mil­ 
lion dollars.** 
President Eisenhower requested 
3% billion dollars in foreign as­ 
sistance funds for the bookeeping 
y ear beginning Friday . Aside from 
the money cuts, the House bill is 
substantially in the form outlined 
by the administration. The bill is 
merely an authorization which sets 
ceiling on foreign aid spending; 
actual funds will be voted separ­ 
ately . 
A sharp attack was leveled at 
the program in a minority report 
prepared by four Republican mem- 
Ders of Richards’ committee. The 
s i g n e r s were Representatives 
Church of Illinois, Bentley of Mich­ 
igan, Adair of Indiana and Law­ 
rence Smith of Wisconsin. They 
contended the aid progi’am should 
be critically reappraised before 
new funds are authorized. 
Other members have said they 
planned to seek cuts apply ing spe­ 
cifically to India and to Yugo­ 
slavia.

Idaho Loses 
G>nfidence In 
Salk Vaccine 


Cancels Inoculation 
Program Because Of 
New Doubts Of Safety 


BOISE, Idaho Uft — The Idaho 
polio mass vaccination program— 
already 
postponed 
indefinitely - 
faced new delay s today as state 
health authorities announced they 
had “ lost confidence in the Salk 
vaccine.” 
State Health 
Director L. 
J . 
Peterson told newsmen that Idaho 
“ will not sponsor another mass 
inoculation program” because of 
new doubts about the effectiveness 
and safety of the vaccine. 
He told newsmen he holds the 
vaccine—together with its manu- 
ufacturing 
instructions—responsi­ 
ble for a polio outbreak which has 
killed seven Idahoans and hos­ 
pitalized 79 others since the mass 
immunization program was started 
in April. 
But he added that the departs 
ment does not blame the Cutter 
Laboratories, of Berkeley , Calif., 
which produced the vaccine used 
in Idaho, “ because they were only 
carry ing out the procedures out­ 
lined by Dr. Salk.** 
The reference was to Dr. J onas 
Salk, developer of the antipolio 
vaccine. 
Ninety -seven polio cases have 
been reported in Idaho this y ear, 
compared to 17 through J une of 
last y ear. Of these, 20 cases oc­ 
curred in vaccinated children and 
54 were associates of those who 
received the vaccine. 
. Peterson told reporters he felt 
top scientists should have come to 
Idaho because “ this was the head­ 
quarters of the biggest outbreak.** 
He noted that Salk had declined 
the department’s invitation to come 
to Idaho.

Unit Proposes States, 
Cities Take Over In 
Some Tax ation Fields 


WASHINGTON ( 3—^Tlie Commis-i 
sion on Intergovernmental Rela­ 
tions took issue today with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s highway finan­ 
cing program and called on his 
administration to assume fuU com­ 
mand of civil defense. 
The 25-member commission, cre­ 
ated by Congress two y ears ago 
to recommend boundary lines for 
overlapping tax es and encroaching 
governmental authority , filed with 
the President a 311-page document 
proposing: 
1. Withdrawal of the federal gov­ 
ernment from some fields of tax a­ 
tion-leaving them to the states 
and cities—as rapidly as tax reduc­ 
tion becomes possible. It named 
no specific tax es. 
2. Federal “ pajmients in lieu of 
tax es” to cities and states, in com­ 
pensation for real estate stricken 
from their tax rolls because of 
federal ownership. 
3. Increased federal appropria­ 
tions for a stepped-up, state-ad­ 
ministered highway construction 
program to be financed on a “ pay - 
as-y ou-build” basis, not by bor­ 
rowing. 
4. Action by Congress to trans­ 
fer responsibility for civil defense 
to Washington from the states and 
cities—which the commission said 
are ill-equipped financially and 
otherwise to carry the burden. 
5. Continuance with some im­ 
portant changes and curtailments, 
of 
federal 
grants-in-aid, 
under 
which more than two billion dol­ 
lars annually is furnished to states 
and local governments. The federal 
grant, the report said, “ has be­ 
come a fully matured device of co­ 
operative government.** 
The commission headed by Mey ­ 
er Kestnbaum of Chicago, presi­ 
dent of the Hart Schaffner & Marx 
clothing concern, emphasized this 
view: 
“ A fundamental objective of our 
sy stem of government should be 
to keep centralization to a mini­ 
mum and state-local responsibility 
to a max imum.** 
It caUed on the government to 
ex ercise 
“ forbearance** 
in 
en­ 
croaching on the jurisdiction of 
states, counties and cities, but em­ 
phasized that the states must mod­ 
ernize their constitutions and tax 
sy stems and reorganize their ad­ 
ministrative machinery to serve 
the public better. It proposed that 
each state launch “ a searching 
reappraisal of its fiscal policies.** 
While the cities and states are 
at a disadvantage in competing 
with the federal government in the 
same fields of tax collection, the 
commission said, ‘‘substantial po­ 
tential for more revenue ex ists in 
almost all, if not all, states.** 
The commission acknowledged 
that the federal grant “ divides re­ 
sponsibility and offers ample, op­ 
portunity to dodge it,” and car­ 
ries other disadvantages. But it 
held that federal programs which 
require state matching funds have 
stimulated many needed programs 
within the states and fostered fed­ 
eral-state cooperation. 
TTie report also urged that “ no 
federal aid be given for any toll 
road,** and declared: “ It would be 
a basic mistake and wasteful du­ 
plication for the national govern­ 
ment to embark on a new pro­ 
gram of actually building, main­ 
taining and operating any large 
segment of the highway network.** 
Recommendations on major fed­ 
eral grant programs included, in 
summary : 
EDUCATION 
Responsibility for public educa­ 
tion 
should 
“ continue 
to 
rest 
squarely upon the states.” The 
commission opposed any general 
federal aid to education, but pro­ 
posed “ temporary ’* help for school 
construction in cases where the 
states could prove actual need. 
AGRICULTURE 
Soil conservation technical aid 
to farmers should be turned over 
to state administration wherever 
the state submits a satisfactory 
plan and provides funds to ex pand 
the program. Federal soil conser­ 
vation pay ments should be turned 
over to Üie states to administer, 
and the states—“ as soon as prac­ 
ticable’*—should assume part of 
the cost.

PnrSBURGH (i!V-A nationwide 
steel strike at midnight Thursday 
hung in the balance today as top 
negotiators of U.S. Steel Corp. and 
the CIO United Steelworkers gath­ 
ered for a negotiating session. 
A strike already has been au­ 
thorized unless big steel and the 
companies which usually foUow 
the world’s largest producer can 
come up with a wage increase ac­ 
ceptable to the big union. 
Big steel has shown no indica­ 
tion that it will up the ante in a 
counter proposal but some observ­ 
ers thought this was entirely pos­ 
sible. 
MacDonald has said the steel 
offer is about half the cost of 
settlements 9 t Ford and General 
Motors. The auto contracts includ­ 
ed a 20-cent-an-hour package deal 
providing lay off compensation plus 
a 6-cent raise for hourly workers. 
U.S. Steel, which employ s about 
150,000 of the 600,000 USW mem­ 
bers in the basic steel industry , 
has offered a wage hike of about 
10 cents an hour. 
“ Entirely inadequate,** is the an­ 
swer of the union headed by David 
J . McDonald. 
Among other things, McDonald 
say s, the steel industry is boom­ 
ing and can well afford a “ sub­ 
stantial’* hike for his men who 
now average $2.33 an hour. 
Despite unanimous backing Mon­ 
day from the union’s 17 0-man wage 
policy committee to strike, McDon­ 
ald said at a news conference later 
that he’s stUl optimistic. 
John A. Stephens, U.S. Steel vice 
president and chief negotiator, de­ 
clared that he, too, is hopeful of 
avoiding a strike.

WASHINGTON UR-Early renew­

Secretary of State Dulles gave 
President Eisenhower a full re­ 
view of the case Monday night 
while they were returning to Wash­ 
ington. 
Dulles had flown to Bangor, 
Maine, earlier so that he could 
talk over international develop­ 
ments which occurred during Ei 
senhower’s six-day trip through 
New England. On their arrival 
here, Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the two 
men had discussed plans for next 
month’s Big Four summit talks, 
and he added: 
“The President and the secre­ 
tary also reviewed fully the shoot 
ing down by Soviet planes of the 
U.S. naval patrol craft while it 
was over international waters. 
“They d i s c u s s e d the Soviet 
memorandum of explanation and 
regret, to which a reply will be 
made shortly.’* 
Hagerty declined to shed any 
light on the nature of the reply. 
The i n c i d e n t occurred last 
Wednesday in the Bering Strait 
off Alaska. Seven of the ll crew­ 
men in the Navy plane suffered 
burns or injuries. Russia, while 
contending the U.S. plane invaded 
Soviet territory, has conceded the 
chance of error and has offered 
to pay half the damages. 
Dulles said Monday the Rus­ 
sians offer was “not . . . all that 
we consider appropriate under the 
circumstances.** 
While a renewal of a request for 
full reparations seemed likely, it 
did not appear that this country 
would be adamant in its position. 
Dulles has already voiced pleasure 
at Russia’s expression of regret, 
and has made it clear he does 
not expect the incident to upset 
plans for the Big Four talks at 
Geneva. 
These plans also figured in his 
two-hour discussion with the Presi­ 
dent on the flight back from 
Maine. Hagerty said the secretary 
briefed the President on the Big 
Four preliminaries conducted at 
San Francisco last week by Dulles 
and the foreign ministers of Rus­ 
sia, Britain and France.

Critics Aim To Cut 
$3% Billion Measure 
Approved By Senate 


WASHINGTON UR-A bill to au­ 
thorize new foreign aid spending 
of more than 3V« billion dollars 
came up for House action today 
with critics aiming to pare it down 
in size. 
In advance of debate on the $3,- 
285,800,000

program, 
Chairman Richards (D-SC) of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee told 
newsmen: 
“I hope the bill will not be cut 
appreciably. The bill passed by 
the Senate is already cut 139 mil­ 
lion dollars.” 
President Eisenhower requested 
3*4 billion dollars in foreign as­ 
sistance funds for the bookeeping 
year beginning Friday. Aside from 
the money cuts, the House bill is 
substantially in the form outlined 
by the administration. The bill is 
merely an authorization which sets 
a ceiling on foreign aid spending; 
actual funds will be voted separ­ 
ately. 
A sharp attack was leveled at 
the program in a minority report 
prepared by four Republican mem­ 
bers of Richards’ committee. The 
s i g n e r s were Representatives 
Church of Illinois, Bentley of Mich­ 
igan, Adair of Indiana and Law­ 
rence Smith of Wisconsin. They 
contended the aid program should 
be critically reappraised before 
new funds are authorized. 
Other members have said they 
planned to seek cuts applying spe­ 
cifically to India and to Yugo­ 
slavia. Yesterday’s announcement 
from Belgrade that Marshal Tito 
has accepted an invitation to visit 
Moscow is expected to give added 
ammunition to those who contend 
he is becoming too friendly with 
the Russians, with whom he split 
in 1948. 


Idaho Loses

Cancels Inoculation 
Program Because Of 
New Doubts Of Safety 


BOISE, Idaho (J) — The Idaho 
polio mass vaccination program—

faced new delays today as state 
health authorities announced they 
had “lost confidence in the Salk 
vaccine.” 
State 
Health 
Director 
L. 
J. 
Peterson told newsmen that Idaho 
“will not sponsor another mass 
inoculation program” because of 
new doubts about the effectiveness 
and safety of the vaccine. 
He told newsmen he holds the 
vaccine—together with its manu­ 
facturing 
instructions—responsi­ 
ble for a polio outbreak which has 
killed seven Idahoans and hos­ 
pitalized 79 others since the mass 
immunization program was started 
in April. 
But he added that the depart­ 
ment does not blame the Cutter 
Laboratories, of Berkeley, Calif., 
which produced the vaccine used 
in Idaho, “because they were only 
carrying out the procedures out­ 
lined by Dr. Salk.** 
The reference was to Dr. Jonas 
Salk, developer of the antipolio 
vaccine. 
Ninety-seven polio cases have 
been reported in Idaho this year, 
compared to 17 through June of 
last year. Of these, 20 cases oc­ 
curred in vaccinated children and 
54 were associates of those who 
received the vaccine. 
Peterson told reporters he felt 
top scientists should have come to 
Idaho because “this was the head­ 
quarters of the biggest outbreak.” 
He noted that Salk had declined 
the department’s invitation to come 
to Idaho.

WASHINGTON ( J R - The Commis­ 
sion on Intergovernmental Rela­ 
tions took issue today with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s highway finan­ 
cing program and called on his 
administration to assume full com­ 
mand of civil defense. 
The 25-member commission, cre­ 
ated by Congress two years ago 
to recommend boundary lines for 
overlapping taxes and encroaching 
governmental authority, filed with 
the President a 311-page document 
proposing: 
1. Withdrawal of the federal gov­ 
ernment from some fields of taxa­ 
tion-leaving them to the states 
and cities—as rapidly as tax reduc­ 
tion becomes possible. It named 
no specific taxes. 
2. Federal “payments in lieu of 
taxes” to cities and states, in com­ 
pensation for real estate stricken 
from their tax rolls because of 
federal ownership. 
3. Increased federal appropria­ 
tions for a stepped-up, state-ad­ 
ministered 
highway construction 
program to be financed on a “pay- 
as-you-build” basis, not by bor­ 
rowing. 
4. Action by Congress to trans­ 
fer responsibility for civil defense 
to Washington from the states and 
cities—which the commission said 
are ill-equipped financially and 
otherwise to carry the burden. 
5. Continuance with some im­ 
portant changes and curtailments, 
of 
federal 
grants-in-aid, 
under 
which more than two billion dol­ 
lars annually is furnished to states 
and local governments. The federal 
grant, the report said, “has be­ 
come a fully matured device of co­ 
operative government.” 
The commission headed by Mey­ 
er Kestnbaum of Chicago, presi­ 
dent of the Hart Schaffner Sc Marx 
clothing concern, emphasized this 
view: 
“A fundamental objective of our 
system of government should be 
to keep centralization to a mini­ 
mum and state-local responsibility 
to a maximum.’* 
It called on the government to 
exercise 
“forbearance” 
in 
en­ 
croaching on the jurisdiction of 
states, counties and cities, but em­ 
phasized that the states must mod­ 
ernize their constitutions and tax 
systems and reorganize their ad­ 
ministrative machinery to serve 
the public better. It proposed that 
each state launch “a searching 
reappraisal of its fiscal policies.’* 
While the cities and states are 
at a disadvantage in competing 
with the federal government in the 
same fields of tax collection, the 
commission said, '‘substantial po­ 
tential for more revenue exists in 
almost all, if not all, states.” 
The commission acknowledged 
that the federal grant “divides re­ 
sponsibility and offers ample, op­ 
portunity to dodge it,” and car­ 
ries other disadvantages. But it 
held that federal programs which 
require state matching funds have 
stimulated many needed programs 
within the states and fostered fed­ 
eral-state cooperation. 
The report also urged that “no 
federal aid be given for any toll 
road,” and declared: “It would be 
a basic mistake and wasteful du­ 
plication for the national govern­ 
ment to embark on a new pro­ 
gram of actually building, main­ 
taining and operating any large 
segment of the highway network.” 
Recommendations on major fed­ 
eral grant programs included, in 
summary: 
EDUCATION 
Responsibility for public educa­ 
tion 
should 
“continue 
to 
rest 
squarely upon the states.” The 
commission opposed any general 
federal aid to education, but pro­ 
posed “temporary” help for school 
construction in cases where the 
states could prove actual need. 
AGRICULTURE 
Soil conservation technical aid 
to farmers should be turned over 
to state administration wherever 
the state submits a satisfactory 
plan and provides funds to expand 
the program. Federal soil conser­ 
vation payments should be turned 
over to the states to administer, 
and the states—“as soon as prac- 
ticable”-~should assume part of 
the cost.

SEOUL Un—South Korea’! mili­ 
tary chief predicted today the 
Communists will launch a new 
F ar Eastern war by 1958—“prob­ 
ably in Korea.” 
“And when it comes, it will be 
worse than June 25, 1950,” .said 
Gen. Lee Hyung Keun, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
That was the day North Korean 
tanks rumbled across the 38th Par­ 
allel in an attempt to smash the 
Republic of Korea in one lightning

“North Korea has seven air divi­ 
sions and 40 air bases,” he said, 
charging they were built up in 
violation of the armistice agree­ 
ment. 
The Communists had no air force 
and only two usable fields at the 
end of the war, he said. 
Lee raised substantially figures 
on North Korean strength obtained 
from two Red pilots who defected 
to the South last Tuesday. The 
government released their testi­ 
mony Monday. They listed four air 
divisions and 15 bases in North 
Korea.

Walkout Authorized 
By CIO Which Seeks 
4Substantiar Raise 


PITTSBURGH (/R—A nationwide 
steel strike at midnight Thursday 
hung in the balance today as top 
negotiators of U.S. Steel Corp. and 
the CIO United Steelworkers gath­ 
ered for a negotiating session. 
A strike already has been au­ 
thorized unless big steel and the 
companies which usually follow 
the world’s largest producer can 
come up with a wage increase ac­ 
ceptable to the big union. 
Big steel has shown no indica­ 
tion that it will up the ante in a 
counter proposal but some observ­ 
ers thought this was entirely pos­ 
sible. 
MacDonald has said the steel 
offer is about half the cost of 
settlements gt Ford and General 
Motors. The auto contracts includ­ 
ed a 20-cent-an-hour package deal 
providing layoff compensation plus 
a 6-cent raise for hourly workers. 
U.S. Steel, which employs about 
150,000 of the 600,000 USW mem­ 
bers in the basic steel industry, 
has offered a wage hike of about 
IO cents an hour. 
"Entirely inadequate,** is the an­ 
swer of the union headed by David 
J. McDonald. 
Among other things, McDonald 
says, the steel industry is boom­ 
ing and can well afford a “sub­ 
stantial” hike for his men who 
now average $2.33 an hour. 
Despite unanimous backing Mon­ 
day from the union’s 170-man wage 
policy committee to strike, McDon­ 
ald said at a news conference later 
that he’s still optimistic.

At least a dozen tru ck termi­ 
nals in u pstate New York were 
reported closed Monday as the 
resu lt of the sou thern New Eng­ 
land dispu te. They inclu ded termi­ 
nals in Albany , Binghamton. El­ 
mira, Utica, Rochester, North Ton- 
awanda, Endicott and Sy racu se. 
By agreement of management 
and labor, the movement of medi­ 
cal su ppUes, foodstu ffs, fu els and 
other necessities are not affected 
by the stoppage.

BOSTON Le—The stoppage cf 
heavy trucking operations in south­ 
ern New England today spread to 
New York state and scattered 
points as far as Cleveland in the 
Midwest and Atlanta to the south. 
About 15,000 drivers are involved 
and in the labor dispute in Massa­ 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, and more than 5.000 driv­ 
ers elsewhere. 
The trouble began two weeks 
ago when the AFL Teamsters Un­ 
ion struck against seven New Eng­ 
land firms for a pay raise. 
Nearly 500 trucking firms in 
southern New England countered 
by halting operations. The owners 
asserted the strike against seven 
firms was a strike against the en­ 
tire industry in the area. 
At least a dozen truck termi­ 
nals in upstate New York were 
reported closed Monday as the 
result of the southern New Eng­ 
land dispute. They included termi­ 
nals in Albany, Binghamton, El­ 
mira, Utica, Rochester, North Ton­ 
awanda, Endicott and Syracuse. 
By agreement of management 
and labor, the movement of medi­ 
cal supplies, foodstuffs, fuels and 
other necessities are not affected 
by the stoppage. 
The AFL teamsters seek a 35- 
cent hourly raise and continuation 
of eight hours of weekly overtime 
at time-and-a-half pay. 
Management’s best offer was for 
a 33-cent boost. The union, how­ 
ever, claims the owners would re­ 
move other benefits from the con­ 
tract. 
Boston drivers now average $1.80 
an hour at straight time with sal­ 
aries varying slightly elsewhere.

The center of attention at San Francisco was 
8 professional Russian diplomat named Skry a- 
bin, better known as Molotov. At 65, he is the 
last of the original Bolsheviks, the only surviv­ 
or of the original Russian revolution still m 
high office. 
When Bulganin and Khrushchev went to Bel­ 
grade last month to make up with Tito, it 
looked for a time as if Molotov might have 
made his first error. He had been left behind 
in Moscow. 
Many quotations were available to show how 
ruthlessly he had castigated Tito when that 
was the Kremlin’s policy . But it is plain now 
that the reason he did not go to Belgrade was 
diplomatic, not personal. 
As foreign commissar since 1939, he has 
Bccommodated himself to every shift of Krem­ 
lin policy and has helped to decide what the 
shifts should be. At San Francisco last week, 
he emerged in a brand new role of peace­ 
maker. 
*■ ^ 
Sir Winston Churchill described Molotov as 
follows in “The Gathering Storm” : 
“His cannon-ball head, black mustache, and 
comprehending ey es, his slav face, his verbal 
adroitness and imperturbable demeanor were 
appropriate manifestations of his qualities and 
skill . . . I have never seen a human being 
who more perfectly represented the modern 
conception of a robot. And y et with all this 
there was an apparenUy reasonable and keenly 
polished diplomatist. . . In the conduct of 
foreign affairs. Sully , Talley rand, Metternich. 
would welcome him into their company , 
if 
there be another world to which Bolsheviks al­ 
low themselves to go.”

The Central 
Committee and the U.S.S.R. Coun­ 
cil of Ministers decided to sow 
grain over 28 million to 30 miUion 
hectares of virgin and idle land in 
1956. 
According to Khrushchev, 
more than 3^ million hectares of 
virgin land were sown in 1954 and 
more than 17 million plowed up 
for 1955.”

The General Assembly has made a begin­ 
ning on the vast problem of bringing Ohio’s 
educational sy stem abreast of the times m 
the session that ended last Friday night. 
It changed the basis of the state foundation 
program from individual pupü s to teacher unite 
of 30 pupUs, amended the law on required sub­ 
jects and set up a state school board. 
However, 
it 
set 
up 
such 
an unwieldy 
board — 23 members — that no one is satis­ 
fied. Gov. Lausche, who had recommended a 
smaller board, preferably to be appointed 
y 
the governor with the consent of the Ohio 
Senate, would be justified in vetoing the legis- 
lature’s plan. The Ohio School Survey Com­ 
mittee had recommended a board of not more 
than nine members in the interest of admin­ 
istrative efficiency . 
The Survey Committee, created by the pre­ 
ceding General Assembly , has made a thor­ 
ough study of Ohio’s educational setup. Its 
recommendations for improvements wiU be a 
guide for future lawmakers and administra­ 


tors. 
. 
A total of 106 recommendations were made. 
Twenty -eight of these were judged by the Sur­ 
vey Committee to be of outstanding im ^rt- 
ance. The three changes authorized by the 101s 
General Assembly were in the list of 28 
This is a bare beginning on a problem that 
has grown so large it cannot be solved with­ 
out adherence to some kind of a master plan. 
It would be a public tragedy if Ohioans were 
to assume that the bare beginning 
1955 is any thing more than just that. It has 
scarcely scratched the surface of the Ohio 
school problem.

Nothing would take pressure off border fric­ 
tion between the United SUtes and the Soviet

The Bering Strait incident is ty pical. Even on 
the water, there is no way to distinguish the 
boundarv between Alaska and Siberia. In the 
air the matter is bli.id guesswork - too bck- 
lish, surely , to be left to the discretion of pilots 
who can set off an international incident with 
pressure on a firing button in an armed plane, 
or a mixup in low visibility . 
Tradition holds no one ever can be wrong 
in these incidents, which leads to the absurdity 
of conflicting claims that both sides alway s 
are right.

T I M E , 
p at ie nc e ,

ance, toe m.vstcrious workings of 
public opinion on both sides of the 
iron curtain, and a determined ef­ 
fort to postpone, to defer, to keep 
local frictions and climaxes from 
reaching the stage of open hostil­ 
ities in a big war — these are all 
part of the techniques and efforts, 
voluntary and involuntary , of West­ 
ern diplomats nowaday s to earn a 
reprieve of a y ear or more for the 
world. 
Wars have come in the past as 
a consequence of what seems to 
be local 
incidents. 
No country 
wants to let such incidents, how­ 
ever aggravating, inflame public 
opinion. 
Twice 
now 
President 
Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
have exhibited this very kind of 
patience and restraint in handling 
attacks on American citizens 
m 
airplanes. Once, a few months ago, 
American interests were jeopardiz­ 
ed when the Red Chinese fired on 
a British plane in the Far East 
carry ing some American passen­ 
gers The Communists expressed 
regret to the British government 
and offered to pay indemnity . 
Not long ago, instead of arous­ 
ing American public opinion to a 
war passion, the President pressed 
firmly through diplomatic chan­ 
nels for the release of the 11 air­ 
men held by the Chinese Com­ 
munists. Now. in the last few day s, 
when word came to the President 
that a Navy patrol plane had been 
fired on by Soviet planes near 
Alaska and far away from Rus­ 
sian territory , toe news was « sup­ 
pressed for a few hours so that 
Secrctarv Dulles could make his 
address 'before the United Nations 
Assembly in San Francisco with­ 
out having his words taken to 
mean something in connection with 
the incident which, of course, was 
not intended, as he had written 
the speech before he had any news 
about the airplane incident. 


Vermonters liked Dwight Eisen­ 
hower on his first visit to their 
rock piles and tilted farmlands.

At 65, he is the 
last of the original Bolsheviks, the only surviv­ 
or of the original Russian revolution still in 
high office. 
When Bulganin and Khrushchev went to Bel­ 
grade last month to make up with Tito, it 
looked for a time as if Molotov might have 
made bis first error. He had been left behind 
in Moscow. 
Many quotations were available to show how 
ruthlessly he had castigated Tito when that 
was the Kremlin’s policy. But it is plain now 
that the reason he did not go to Belgrade was 
diplomatic, not personal. 
As foreign commissar since 1939. he has 
accommodated himself to every shift of Krem­ 
lin policy and has helped to decide what the 
shifts should be. At San Francisco last week, 
he emerged in a brand new role of peace­ 
maker. 
£ 
Sir Winston Churchill described Molotov as 
follows in “The Gathering Storm” : 
“ His cannon-ball head, black mustache, and 
comprehending eyes, his slav face, his verbal 
adroitness and imperturbable demeanor were 
appropriate manifestations of his qualities and 
skill . . . I have never seen a human being 
who more perfectly represented the modern 
conception of a robot. And yet with all this 
there was an apparently reasonable and keenly 
polished diplomatist. . . In the conduct of 
foreign affairs, Sully 
Talleyrand, Metternich, 
would welcome him into their company, 
if 
there be another world to which Bolsheviks al­ 
low themselves to go.** 
There is much evidence that the Soviet Union 
is beginning a new kind of international strug­ 
gle — on the diplomatic front this time. In 
Molotov it 
possesses 
probably 
the 
nearest 
thing to an “old pro,’* as the phrase is used 
in American sports — a man who knows how 
to play the game so perfectly he never gets 
flustered. 


A Bare Beginning 


Tlje General Assembly has made a begin­ 
ning on the vast problem of bringing Ohio’s 
educational system abreast of the times in 
the session that ended last Friday night. 
It changed the basis of the state foundation 
program from individual pupils to teacher units 
of 30 pupils, amended the law on required sub­ 
jects and set up a state school board. 
However, 
it 
set 
up 
such 
an unwieldy 
board — 23 members — that no one is satis­ 
fied. Gov. Lausche. who had recommended a 
smaller board, preferably to be appointed by 
the governor with the consent of the Ohio 
Senate, would be justified in vetoing the legis­ 
lature’s plan. The Ohio School Survey Com­ 
mittee had recommended a board of not more 
than nine members in the interest of admin­ 
istrative efficiency. 
The Survey Committee, created by the pre­ 
ceding General Assembly, has made a thor­ 
ough study of Ohio’s educational setup. Its 
recommendations for improvements will be a 
guide for future lawmakers and administra­ 
tors. 
A total of 106 recommendations were made. 
Twenty-eight of these were judged by the Sur­ 
vey Committee to be of outstanding import­ 
ance. The three changes authorized by the 101st 
General Assembly were in the list of 28. 
This is a bare beginning on a problem that 
has grown so large it cannot be solved with­ 
out adherence to some kind of a m aster plan. 
It would be a public tragedy if Ohioans were 
to assume that the bare beginning made in 
1955 is anything more than just that. It has 
scarcely scratched the surface of the Ohio 
school problem.

lots could breathe more easily. 
A 10-mile margin for error should be granted 
-fore it is assumed there is anything worth

And that trouble, 
as nearly always, is agricultural. 


SAMUEL KUCHEROV 
of 
the 
Library of Congress reports in the 
' ‘Political Science Quarterly” on 
this subject as follows: 
“ Despite the fact that the total 
sowing areas was increased by 6,- 
800.000 hectares (one h e c t a r e 
equals 2.471 acres) in 1953 over 
1940, that sown to grain decreased 
by 3,800,000 hectares; to grain feed 
crops, by 6,800,000 hectares; to 
groats crops, by 1,300,000 hectares, 
and to leguminous grain by 800,- 
000 hectares. It also was stated 
in the resolution (of the Central 
Committee of the Russian Commu­ 
nist party) that collective farm s 
did not fulfill the 1953 plan for 
livestock breeding and that an im­ 
portant'decrease in the number of 
cows took place in many regions 
of the Soviet Union in 1953. 
“Strong measures have b e e n 
taken to increase agricultural pro­ 
duction in the face of this failure 
of the peasantry to cooperate with 
the established plans. The Central 
Committee and the U.S.S.R. Coun­ 
cil of Ministers decided to sow 
grain over 28 million to 30 million 
hectares of virgin and idle land in 
1956. 
According 
to Khrushchev, 
more than 3V4 million hectares of 
virgin land were sown in 1954 and 
more than 17 million plowed up 
for 1955.’* 


THE SITUATION is apparently 
so serious that non-peasants, mem­ 
bers of the Young C o m m u n i s t 
League (Komsomol), 
have 
been 
recruited to work on the new land. 
Khrushchev will undoubtedly dis­ 
cover that city boys and girls, 
while they are always enthusias­ 
tic about being out in the country, 
do not make good farm ers. 
If they stay in the country long 


enough, the probability is they will 
take on the characteristics of pea­ 
sants, which is not to produce en­ 
thusiastically when 
there 
is 
no 
adequate return for their work. 
The return can only be adequate 
in terms of improved standards of 
living, that is, in increased avail­ 
ability of consumers’ goods. 
The Russian farm ers works most 
of his time for his government, 
generally on a peasants collective 
farm. He is permitted to take a 
share of the produce for himself, 
for his 
own 
consumption 
and 
part of which he sells on an of­ 
ficial black m arket. 


IT IS TO BE noted that whereas 
there is no free m arket for manu­ 
factured goods, all of which is gov­ 
ernment-owned and produced, the 
Russian farm er has managed to 
obtain a share, 
however 
small, 
of his product which he can sell on 
a free m arket for money. 
The official black m arket is, in 
reality, a free m arket, the last 
vestige of capitalism in Russia. 
The Russian peasant has never 
been a satisfied person. 
Once a 
serf, he was freed into extreme 
poverty and often lost his newly 
gained 
lands 
to 
landlords 
and 
absentee owners. 
The Bolshevik Revolution of 1917 
used as a slogan: “The land be­ 
longs to those who till it,” but in 
short order made the land state 
property. 
Nevertheless 
the 
pea­ 
sants were permitted 
perpetual 
tenure. 


WHEN THE SYSTEM of collec­ 
tivism was imposed upon agricul­ 
ture, the farm er really lost pos­ 
session of his land. This was re­ 
sisted, particularly in the Ukraine 
where millions of peasants were 
permitted to starve to death. 
Of the collectives, Stalin said: 
“ The last hope of capitalists of 
all countries, who are dreaming 
of restoring capitalism in t h e 
U.S.S.R. — ‘the sacred principle 
of private property’ — is collaps­ 
ing and vanishing. The peasants, 
whom they regarded as m aterial 
manuring the soil for capitalism, 
are 
abandoning 
en 
masse 
the 
lauded banner of ‘private property* 
and are taking to the path of col­ 
lectivism, the path of socialism. 
The last hope for the restoring of 
capitalism is crumbling.” 
Unfortunately for Soviet Russia, 
the system of collectivization has 
not worked well enough to pro­ 
duce the food essential to a rising 
standard of living. 
Khrushchev has shown an in­ 
terest in how it is done in Iowa. 
If he came to look-see, he would 
find 
that in 
I o w a 
capitalism 
works.

It’s a story that was told in the 
presence of Sir Winston Churchill 
and some members of the Presi­ 
dent’s cabinet as they chatted over 
the breakfast table when the dis­ 
tinguished Briton last v i s i t e d 
Washington as prime minister. It 
concerns some mythical Middle 
Eastern country, ruled by a shah, 
and an unfortunate but ingenious 
prisoner who was discussing with 
his fellow prisoners — all about to 
be executed — some way by which 
he could escape having his head 
chopped off. 
“ lf I could only get a reprieve 
for a single year,” he said. “ I 
would promise the shah that in one 
year I would teach his favorite bull 
to fly.” 
“But.” said one of the other pris­ 
oners, “ the rest of us are to have 
a merciful death. It will be over 
in an instant, while you—if you 
fail to teach the bull to fly — will 
die a thousand deaths under tor­ 
ture. So better not try it.” 
“Oh. I don’t know about that.” 
replied 
the 
scheming 
prisoner, 
“lots of things can happen in a 
year. In the first place, the shah 
might die. In the second place. I 
might die. In the third place, the 
bull might die — and, perhaps, who 
knows, maybe in a year’s time. I 
might just possibly teach that bull 
to fly.” 


T I M E , 
PATIENCE, 
forbear­ 
ance. the mysterious workings of 
public opinion on both sides of the 
iron curtain, and a determined ef­ 
fort to postpone, to defer, to keep 
local frictions and climaxes from 
reaching the stage of open hostil­ 
ities in a big war — these are all 
part of the techniques and efforts, 
voluntary and involuntary, of West­ 
ern diplomats nowadays to earn a 
reprieve of a year or more for the 
world. 
Wars have come in the past as 
a consequence of what seems to 
be 
local 
incidents. 
No country 
wants to let such incidents, how­ 
ever aggravating, inflame public 
opinion. 
Twice 
now 
President 
Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
have exhibited this very kind of 
patience and restraint in handling 
attacks on American citizens 
in 
airplanes. Once, a few months ago, 
American interests were jeopardiz­ 
ed when the Red Chinese fired on 
a British plane in the Far East 
carrying some American passen­ 
gers. The Communists expressed 
regret to the British government 
and offered to pay indemnity. 
Not long ago. instead of arous­ 
ing American public opinion to a 
war passion, the President pressed 
firmly through 
diplomatic 
chan­ 
nels for the release of the ll air­ 
men held by the 
Chinese 
Com­ 
munists. Now. in the last few days, 
when word came to the President 
that a Navy patrol plane had been 
fired on by Soviet planes near 
Alaska and far away from Rus­ 
sian territory, the news was sup­ 
pressed for a few hours so that 
Secretary Dulles could make his 
address before the United Nations 
Assembly in San Francisco with­ 
out having his words taken to 
mean something in connection with 
the incident which, of course, was 
not intended, as he had written 
the speech before he had any news 
a b o u t th e a ir n la n e in c id e n t.

THIS WAS A FINE sense of re­ 
straint, and it didn’t impair the 
firmness with which Dulles a few 
hours later 
told 
Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov about the painful 
impression 
on 
American 
public 
opinion which the attack by the 
Russian fighter planes 
w o u l d 
make. 
But the most significant aspect 
of the incident was Soviet Russia’s 
prompt expression of regret and 
willingness to pay half the in­ 
demnity. This is subject to further 
discussion as to total liability, but 
it is interesting to note that, by a 
quick handling of the m atter, the 
Soviets took it out of the realm of 
a crisis which could have affected 
adversely the Four Power Confer­ 
ence at Geneva. 
The episode may have been de­ 
liberate, as Sen. Knowland 
con­ 
jectures. 
The 
Soviets 
are 
still 
rankling over the shooting down of 
some of their planes which ventur­ 
ed into South Korea recently. It 
may have been prompted, too, by a 
desire to satisfy domestic 
pres­ 
sures inside Russia or to show a 
species of defiance of the Western 
fliers in that very ticklish situation 
in the F ar East. 


THE WORLD WILL note that 
what might have been a dangerous 
turn of affairs has been averted by 
the speedy and adroit action of the 
Soviet government.. 
Molotov traveled eastward by 
train, as did this correspondent. 
Phere was time to see the country 
close up. Maybe Molotov, who has 
made the journey both ways by 
train, will find that our good trains, I 


with excellent food and all the com­ 
forts that are so noticeably absent 
on the so-called best trains of Eu­ 
rope, are a symbol of America’s 
high standard of living which no 
American in his rignt mind would 
want to see disturbed by another 
war. 
The Soviet foreign minister will 
discover perhaps that America’s 
democracy and free-enterprise sys­ 
tem have made possible the build­ 
ing up of the many wonderful 
cities he will have passed through 
on his trip, and dozens of other 
cities like them. 
Already it is apparent that Molo­ 
tov is learning something about 
American institutions. He called a 
press conference last Saturday in 
San Francisco and subjected him­ 
self to questions—friendly and hos­ 
tile. This is an institution of which 
Americans are justly proud. 


MAYBE THE SOVIET govern­ 
m ent some day will submit to im­ 
promptu questioning by represent­ 
atives of the people. That’s the 
way public opinion is formed. A 
different sort of government from 
that which is in power today in 
Moscow may have to emerge first. 
The stirrings of revolution are 
seldom visible to the naked eye of 
an itinerant observer. But w h o 
knows? Maybe in the not-far-dis- 
tant future the Russian people will 
come out of bondage. 
Maybe they will have performed 
the miracle — they may teach the 
“ favorite bull” to fly. Then the 
world as a whole will have won a 
reprieve from the horrors of World 
War III.

In the third place, he did not 
live in an atmosphere of compul­ 
sion to say at great length a lot 
of things that were not worth say­ 
ing—and that was the largest of 
his secrets. 
If he were to try to be chief ex­ 
ecutive now with his lips locked, 
the speechifiers would pry h i s 
mouth open with the edge of a 
microphone and fill it with a few 
hundred thousand words of ghost­ 
written drivel designed to hush- 
puppy all the howling dogs of pol­ 
itics from Maine to California etc. 
The idea js that the President of 
the United States has been turned 
into a ventriloquist’s dummy for 
a lot of words put into his mouth 
by a crew of public relations ex­ 
perts who are supposed to know 
exactly what is good for the people 
to hear.

President Quits 


Burdett 2nd Major 
Official To Resign 


CHARLESTON W — President 
Joe F. Burdett of the State Board 
of Control announced his resigna­ 
tion yesterday to become the sec­ 
ond major appointed official to do 
so in three days. 
The resignation of Road Com­ 
missioner H. Keith Griffith w a s 
announced Friday. 
Burdett, whose resignation, along 
with Griffith’s, has been expected 
for several week s, said Marland, 
in a conversation last month gave 
him a choice of leaving the board 
or staying out of next year’s cam­ 
paign for t he Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination. 
Burdett said, however, that his 
resignation does not amount to an 
announcement that he is a candi­ 
date. "Whether I’ll be a candidate 
or not remains to be seen,’’ he 
stated. 
Gov. Marland, w'ho is currently 
in New York on his campaign to 
lure industry to the state, has not 
indicated who will succeed either 
of the resigning officials. 
Burdett’s letter of resignation, 
dated June 24, said: 
"I have not only given a lot of 
thought to the matter, but have dis­ 
cussed it with numerous people, 
both in and out of politics, and my 
decision is that I cannot agree to 
mak e the commitment you request­ 
ed me to mak e in order to rem.ain 
on this board. 
"I, therefore, submit my resig­ 
nation to you, effective June 30."

The Taft Memorial would be fi­ 
nanced by the Robert A. Taft 
Memorial F o u n d a t i o n . Inc., 
through contributions. A subcom­ 
mittee on the monument unani­ 
mously approved the proposal to 
build a carillon on the Capitol 
grounds. Its 100-foot height would 
be little more than a third that of 
the Capitol itself. A statue atop 
the dome rises to 287^ feet. 
President Eisenhower has ex­ 
pressed hope Congress will ap­ 
prove the proposal. 
Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn* said 
that despite his “ high regard” for 
Taft, he would “ suggest that the 
location of such a memorial be 
decided in the light of what might 
follow. It would set a pattern for 
similar requests.”

Red Sox owner Tom Yawkey 
said: ‘‘The Red Sox, baseball and 
the world of sp o rt. . . have lost an 
outstanding athlete and a young 
man of great character.** 
Boston Gen. Mgr. Joe Cronin said 
the 
Red Sox will wear black 
mourning bands on the left sleeves 
of their uniforms for 30 days. 
The ‘‘Golden Greek”, so-called 
for his glittering performances in 
baseball, football and basketball 
while a student, was hospitalized 
for IO day£ in May, but returned 
to the lineup and played in two 
games at Chicago June I and 2. 
He was stricken again while in 
Kansas City June 5 and flew home 
to enter the hospital. 
On June 6 it was announced he 
was suffering from virus pneumo­ 
nia in the right lung. Dr. Eugene 
E. O’Neil said then that Agganis 
apparently started playing too soon 
after his first hospitalization.

CHICAGO (J) —The government 
is trying to attach two trust funds 
Joe Louis set up for his chidren 
to pay what he allegedly owes in 
back income taxes. 
The former heavyweight boxing 
champion established the funds 
which total $65,668 several years 
ago for his daughter, Jacqueline, 
and his son, Joe Jr. 
John Owens and Thomas J. Don­ 
nelly, government attorneys, ar­ 
gued Monday in U. S. Tax Court 
that Louis set up the funds when 
he was indebted to the government 
and that the money should have 
been used to pay his taxes. 
Both Louis and his former w’ife, 
Marva Trotter Barrow Spaudling, 
were present as the hearing opened 
Monday before Judge Allin Pierce. 
The government claims Louis’ 
liability exceeds a million dollars 
and is seeking to obtain $460,000 
from him. 
Mrs. Spaulding said she and 
Louis signed an agreement before 
their 1945 divorce under which she 
would receive one-fourth of his 
earnings, half of which would be 
used as a trust fund for Jacqueline, 
now 
1 2 . 
Attorney Aaron H. Payne, re­ 
presenting the First National Bank 
of Chicago, said that besides the 
$30,000 fund for Jacqueline, she 
and Louis set up a similar trust 
fund in 1949 — after their second 
marriage and divorce — for Joe 
Jr., now 8 . 
The money for the second fund 
came from the sale of mortgages 
Louis held on South Side real 
estate, he said. 
Louis, part owner of the Moulin 
Rouge Hotel in Las Vegas, said 
he hasn’t enough money to pay 
the back taxes. He told reporters 
he didn’t want to talk about his 
tax troubles, which are ‘‘too com­ 
plicated.”

Exercise Ma kes Up p er Arms Trim 


Why do u pper arm s tend to take 
o n flabby fat and what can be 
do ne to beau tify middle age arms? 
This is a frequ ent requ est, particu ­ 
larly at this seaso n. 
The triceps mu scles which flank 
the backs o f the u pper arm s are 
o ne o f tho se difficu lt-to -keep-in-to ne 
areas, simply becau se they a r e 
u sed very little in every day mo ve­ 
ments. F at gravitates to the least 
u sed spo ts which makes m atters 
wo rse. Also , there is the plight o f 
the dieter who takes o ff po u nds and 
finds the triceps sagging sadly du e 
to lack o f to ne. 


IT TAKES A special exercise 
tichniqu e to to ne the triceps. The 
ro u tine can be simple, bu t the ac­ 
tio n mu st be in the gro o ve. 
To find the po sitio n and the ac­ 
tio n that is mo st effective, bring 
bo th arm s u p abo u t chest level, el­ 
bo ws bent. Then place left hand o n 
the back o f right u pper arm , o n the 
flabby spo t. No w, vigo ro u sly thru st 
right arm fo rward. 
Feel the triceps go into actio n? 
Fro m that po sitio n, and u sing that 
actio n thru st, y o u can wo rk o u t 
any nu mber o f to ners. 
Clenching fists, strike o u t fo rc­ 
ibly with alternate arm s. Or pu nch 
away at an o ld so fa pillo w, su s­ 
pended in the do o rway . To add re­ 
sistance, stand, arm s distance away 
fro m wall, palms o f hands against 
wall, abo u t chest level. 'Then re­ 
sisting with arm mu scles, to u ch 
chest to wall and, pu shing with arm 
mu scles, pu sh away fro m waU slo w­ 
ly .

If it’s any consolation to the 
rest of the National League, Brook­ 
lyn is back to normal again. The 
Dodgers aren’t winning any more 
games these days than they did 
in the past three seasons. 
Trouble is, of course, that the 
Brooks won the pennant in two 
of the last three years.

.720 ball for June. That’s about 
the same winning percentage they 
enjoyed in 1952. when they won, 
and in ’54, when they lost.

But they haven’t 
been able to make up for bad start. 
The New York Yankees have 
been winning at a 2-out-of-3 pace 
for the month (.667) making sure to 
grab the big ones. They have a 
three-game lead on the runner-up 
White Sox. The Red Sox are ll 
games back in fifth place. 
The Cleveland Indians have split 
their 28 June games and trail the 
Yanks by six. 
By comparison, the Tribe played 
.690 ball in June last year when 
they set the league record with 
111 victories to take the flag. 
No games were scheduled Mon­ 
day.

on flabby fat and what can be 
done to beautify middle age arm s? 
This is a frequent request, particu­ 
larly at this season. 
The triceps muscles which flank 
the backs of the upper arm s are 
one of those difficult-to-keep-in-tone 
areas, simply because they a r e 
used very little in everyday move­ 
ments. Fat gravitates to the least 
used spots which makes m atters 
worse. Also, there is the plight of 
the dieter who takes off pounds and 
finds the triceps sagging sadly due 
to lack of tone. 


IT TAKES A special exercise 
technique to tone the triceps. The 
routine can be simple, but the ac­ 
tion must be in the groove. 
To find the position and the ac­ 
tion that is most effective, bring 
both arm s up about chest level, el­ 
bows bent. Then place left hand on 
the back of right upper arm . on the 
Cabby spot. Now, vigorously thrust 
right arm forward. 
Feel the triceps go into action? 
From that position, and using that 
action thrust, you can work out 
any number of toners. 
Clenching fists, strike out forc­ 
ibly with alternate arms. Or punch 
away at an old sofa pillow, sus­ 
pended in the doorway. To add re­ 
sistance, stand, arm s distance away 
from wall, palms of hands against 
wall, about chest level. Then re­ 
sisting with arm muscles, touch 
chest to wall and, pushing with arm 
muscles, push away from wall slow­ 
ly.
